In the Tank 

Your tank uses a 7.2-volt recharge- 
able battery pack (not supplied). You 
must charge the battery pack with a 
battery charger before you can use it 
to power your tank. Follow the charg- 
er's instructions to charge the bat- 
tery pack. 

1. Slide ON/OFF on the left side of 
the tank to OFF. 




Your RadioShack Road Rogue tank is 
built to handle the road in style, 
whether the road is the hallway in 
your house or the sidewalk outside.

• Running your tank continuously for 
long periods generates high heat 


levels. Heat causes the most wear 
and tear on the motor. To help 
keep heat levels down, when your 
tank's battery power dies, let the 
tank cool for at least 10 minutes 
before installing new or newly 
charged batteries. 

• If the tank's motor runs but the 
tank does not respond to the 
transmitter, move closer to the 
tank and try again. 

• If someone uses a CB nearby, it 
might interfere with control of 
the tank. If this happens, move 
the tank away from the CB. 

• You cannot operate your tank near 
devices with transmitters that 
use the same frequency (27 MHz 
or 49 MHz). Check the tank's 
packaging to see which frequency 
your tank uses. 

• If the tank moves slowly, and you 
have recently installed a fully- 
charged battery pack, check the 
wheel mechanisms for lint, thread, 
hair or dust.

To care for your Road Rogue so you 
can enjoy it for years: 

• Do not drive the tank through 
puddles or mud, on a wet floor, or 
in sand, rain, or snow.
